This Office action is in response to the amendment filed 12/03/2008. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The references cited in the PTO/SB/08 filed 05/01/2006 have been considered. 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Acknowledgement is made of applicant's amendment to the claims, wherein 
claims 1 and 3 have been amended and claim 2 has been cancelled. Claims 1, 3, and 4 
are pending in this application. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, pages 5-8, filed 12/03/2008, with respect to 
the rejection of claims 1-4 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection 
of the claims has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 , 3, and 4 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
claims are allowable over the closest prior art. The independent claim 1 recites an 
aqueous ink comprising a dispersant which is a graft copolymer having M w of 1 ,000- 
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1 00,000 comprising a main chain made of a hydrophobic monomer and possibly other 
copolymerizable monomer and a polymer side chain having M w of 300-1 0,000 
represented by:

wherein (m+n) > 1 , p > 0, and R is an ionic group, which is a carboxyl group or a tertiary 
amino group; and wherein the graft copolymer is formed by a macromonomer method, 
an ionic polymerization method, a chain transfer method, or a method of making an 
active site with radiation and polymerizing a monomer. The independent claim 3 recites 
an aqueous ink comprising a dispersant which is a graft copolymer having M w of 1 ,000- 
1 00,000 comprising a main chain made of a hydrophobic monomer and possibly other 
copolymerizable monomer and a polymer side chain having M w of 300-10,000 
represented by:

None of the prior art of record teaches these graft copolymers. Nakajima et al. (EP 
1 ,270,624) teaches a water-based ink comprising a dispersant which is a copolymer 
comprising an ionic monomer, a hydrophilic polymeric monomer, and a hydrophobic 
monomer. The copolymer inherently includes a random copolymer comprising the 
following monomers:

However, Nakaiima et al. fails to teach a graft copolymer having, as the side chain, the 
species presented in claims 1 and 3.
